Justice O'Hallaron Holds Usury 
Was Practiced by an 
Agent. 








KNOCKS OUT MORTGAGE 





Defendant Denies Division of 
Commission: —Appeal

The new system employed by money 
lenders to evade the usury law received 
a severe blow Thursday, when Justice 
O’Hallaron handed down a decision 
holding that usury i!s_ practiced and 
knocked out two chattel mortgages, in-¢ 
validating the loans and preventing the 
money lender in question from levying 
on his security. 

lt was said in testimony that 
while the money lender directly gets in- 
terest only at the legal rate of 8 per 
cent, the agent making the loan gets 
40 per cent spot cash 4s soon as the 
borrower gets the money. The cases 
in which the decisions were handed 
down were those of E. G. Rankin, with 
offices in the Missouri Trust building, 

against Edward C. and Sallie Grossen- 
bacher and Nicholas J. and Mary C. 

Walsh. 

The two cases, while separately 
brought, were tried jointly and testi- 
mony has been heard at different times.

Actor Was Not Once Applaude 
Stage’’ Before Alumnae

Richard Mansfield, without 
and in ordinary men's dress, as he ap- 
peared on the little stage at the St. 
Louis Women’s Club Wednesday after- 
noon to deliver a lecture, was a bitter 
disappointment to hundreds of women. 
However, others raved about him. 
‘How I wish I’d never seen him this 
way,” said one brown-eyed girl. ‘‘Now 
all my pretty pictures are sp0iled.”’ 

“Tf I couldn't act better on the stage 
than he did this afternoon in his lec- 
ture,’’ said a matron, “I’d be sorry for 
myself. He was awkward and ill at 
ease, and conceited besides.”’ 

“The idea of his reading his manu- 
script,’’ said her companion, as she ad- 
mired art candle screens in the studio 
across the:street from the Woman's 
Club, “that is always tiresome. Who 
would think Richard Mansfield would be 
guilty of such a thing.” 

“Tie seemed to be a cross between a 
university ‘prof’ and a clergyman,’’ said 
the college girl. ‘‘Greatest actor on the 
stage,’"’ Mrs. Harvey Mudd said. , Well, 


maybe.” 


make-up 


Fascinating to Some. 
Those who raved had one phrase 
which they used continually, “But he’s 
so fascinating.” Some added, ‘He 
charms one unconsciously. Look how 


we all listened.”’ 

One given. to more thought than the 
rest said, ‘‘You couldn't blame him for 
not taking us seriously and saying so. 
Pid you ever see such a show of dress. 
Everybody wore her gladdest. 
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“In other cities it’s different. When I 
was in Baltimore last winter there was 
a course of lectures at Johns Hopkins 
that we attended. 

‘Whenever I took out one of my pret- 
tiest hats to wear, my hostess always 
said, ‘Wear something plainer. We're 
gaing to a lecture.’ That meant my 
sealskin cap, and I never found myself 
out of piace among the others. They 
had regular lecture clothes.” 

Mr. Mansfield, perhaps as a result of 
his extreme sensitiveness, was aware of 
the impression he fiad made upon the 
majority of his audience. 

“Had I conte before you,” he said, 
“with a black curl hanging over my 
forehead and long hair reaching to my 
shoulders, with my eyes made to look 
large and soulful and my garments 
those of the stage, I should undoubtedly 
have made a greater hit. You love act- 
ing.”’ 

Not Qualified at the Real, 

Many of the women looked at the thin- 
haired, spectacled man standing stiffly 
before the small rostrum and wished 
that Mr. Mansfield had kept up the 
make-believe instead of permitting them 
a glimpse at the real. 

He was not applauded once through- 
out his lecture, although he made a 
number of points that were not cast 
into shadow by cynicism. Laughter and 
sometimes giggling were the only trib- 
utes given his sarcasm. The applause, 
both as he began and ended his lecture,

She crossed the stage and lifted the 
curtain. Mr. Mansfield walked slowly 
out. A burst of handclapping was fol- 
lowed by stillness as he bowed and took 
his place before the desk. A few women 
reached for their hatpins, but uncover- 
ing of heads was by no means general. 

Parrots Break Stillness, 

The intense stillness was broken by 
the screams of the Walsh parrots, 
which were in the yard just beyond the 
club ballroom. 

Two men of the audience rose and 
closed the windows, but the parrot cries 
were not shut out. It seemed as if an 
aviary had been brought into the ball- 
room. 

‘I think I hear parrots,’’ said Mr. 
Mansfield. “If they hear me they will 
probably imitate me and then their 
owner will be displeased.”’ 

Not every,one heard the remarks on 
parrots because of the parrots them- 
selves, and Mr. Mansfield explained 
that he had taken a privilege in regard 
to his lecture. 

“T meant to be serious,” he said, “‘but 
the weather is warm, and this is net 
the time for seriousness.” 

When his lecture was well on he added 
that his audience was not. serious. 
Whether the atmosphere, suggested by 
the parrot cries or the many peacock 
plumes that waved about as women 
bent their heads so that they could 
watch every movement of his face, or 
the giggling that was often heard, 
caused him to think St. Louis women 
lacking in seriousness, is not known. 
He did not explain. 

“The Stage” His Subject. 

His subject as announced was ‘The 
Stage,’ and he did not abandon it in 
his change from the serious to what he 
probably considers the superficial. 

There were smiles when he said, 
‘Most any

He informed his audience that not 
one of them had any idea of the enor- 
mous work done by actors. He looked 
at their beautiful costumes and added, 
“You couldn’t possibly have.”’ 

“I don’t know why it is that foreign- 
ers, sometimes of small standing in 
their own country, can create such im- 
pressions here. I usually attribute it 
to the language. You can say things in 
Italian and French that would be ridic- 
ulous in English.” 

He quoted the lines of Tomasso Sal- 
vini in Italian and then said them over 
in English. There were sighs for the 
Italian words, but only giggles for their 
translation. 

“Those sort of things are:silly in 
English,” said Mr. Mansfield and some 
of the young women well drilled in 
English ‘‘dont’s” shivered. 

He said “Je suis fou,” as Mme. 
Bernhardt says it, and his imitation 
of the French woman was ridiculous- 
ly good. He also gave an imitation of 
a French love scene, saying, “Je 
t'aime, pe t’adore,” but said that in 
English a girl would laugh at one 
who expressed sentiment in such lan- 
guage, accompanied by the necessary 
eve-rolls. 

“One can only say, ‘I’m really quite 
fond of ypu. Quite fond.’”’ 

He said that all men were actors and 
that Napoleon was one of the greatest 
of them all. 

‘Some iraieese one character, some 
another, but™(’m afraid we're all mon- 
keys. I’ve met society women who imi- 
tated Princess Metternich; others who, 
though nothing was the matter with 
the sides of their heads, tied them up 
so that they might look as much as 
possible like Queen Louise of Prussia 
in her pictures.

“I shall not remain long on the stage, 
but while I do, I intend to do what I 
think ig right in the matter of discipline. 

“I want to say some, things to you in 

regard to speech-making by actors. 
Don't mind if we don’t come back and 
bow and bow when you applaud. We 
like your applause and it cheers us as 
we go to our dressing rooms, but for 
the time being we are living a part and 
We can’t come down from our clouds. 
_ “Don’t ask us to. I lock my dress- 
ing room door in order to keep out all 
that is not of my life as the character 
Il am portraying. How can any one 
expect me to come back and make foole 
ish nods supposed to-.represent pleas- 
ure?’ 

Some of those present remembered 
the 16 times that Mrs. Carter was‘ 
“called back’’ Monday night, and began 
to think that Mr. Mansfield had right 
on his side, but nobody expressed that 
belief by applause. It was as if most 
of those present weren't quite sure 
whether Mr. Mansfield meant all or 
nothing of that which he said. 

“I have sometimes thought of having 
it printed on the tickets that the actors 
appreciate the applause of the audience 
and ask that this suffice for the expect- 
ed bowing. 

“There are times when we do not ex- 
pect applause—when a part so mov 
you that you cannot show your feeling ' 
except by “e= still until the curtain 
goes down an then going quietly 
home.’ 

Mr. Mansfield closed his lecture by 
Saying, “You aren't serious, so I 
couldn't be,” and went back behind 
the red curtain. No _ reception  fol- 
lowed. but he did spend a short time 
in conversation with the committee in 
charge of the lecture.

CARMBRIDGE, Mass., May 3.—Con- 
fronted by obstacles which practically 
have brought to a standstill the investi- 
of the allegeqd murder of Mrs. 
Leone Muenter, an inquest has been or- 
dered by Judge Almy. It will be held on 
I’riday morning to enable the -authori- 
ties to examine witnesses whose testi- 
mony has htus far been unavailable. 

That the avenues of investigation ape 
closed to the police is attributed to 
Harvard influence, which. is keenly sen- 
Silive to any notoriety which might at- 
iach to the institution. 

.Vhe inquest was decided upon after a 
conference between Judge Almy, Medi- 
cal Eaminer Swan and Chief of Police 
Pullen. Judge Almy has declined thus 
far to issue a warrant for the arrest of 
Muenter, who is accused of 
poisoning his wife’ with arsenic. Judge 
Almy will preside at the inquest. ‘rhe 
police have complained for several days 
that they find it impossible to obtain in- 
formation they wish from persons who, 
they .believe, could throw much light on 
the mystery. 

Announcement of the inquest has 
caused a profound stir in Harvard cir- 
cles. Among those whom it is said will 
be summoned as witnesses are Prof. 
Kuno Francke, Professor H. C. Bier- 
with, Dr. A. W. Riger, Prof. H. C. C. 
Von Jaegermann, Instructors H. J:.-Web- 
er ang A. M. Sturtevant, Dr. M. M. 
Skinner and Prof. FE. H. Menzel. 

Frank E. Bryant, Prof. Muenter’s 
closest friend in Harvard, is expected te 
furnish the most important testimony. 
He was in the Muenter apartments, in 
Oxford Chambers, on the night of Mrs. 
Muenter’s death. The only other per- 
son, except Prof. Muenter, use the 
apartments, was Mrs. Edith Chase, the 
Christian Science nurse, who also will 
be ealled. 

Mrs. Chase told the police that Prof.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 3.~The Phe- 
lan plan for the rehabilitation of the 
city, whicly provides for an issue of $200, - 
000,000 municipal bonds under a Federal 
Government guarantee, ig to soon be 
Submitted to President Roosevelt and 
the Cabinet. The scheme was approved 
at a meeting last night of the Finance 
Committee and Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor +Metcalf. Mr. Roosevelt's 
personal representative here agreed to 
take the matter to Washington and pre- 
sent it. 

Gov. Pardee sent the following dis- 
patch to Senator Perkins at Washing- 
ton: 

“Will Congress, in Qalifornia’s present 
great need, pass our 5 per cent public 
lands claim, amounting to about $1,- 
000,000; also our war of rebellion claims. 
amounting to $4,000,000; also our’ Indian 
war claims, originally $660,000, on ac- 
count of the destruction of $300,000,000 of 
San Francisco property, which repre- 
sents one-fifth of the assessed valuation 
of the entire State. Our State funds, 
including schools and maintenance of 
asylums, penitentiaries and repairs of 
public buildings injured and destroyed 
by earthquake, will all be greatly ham- 
pered unless Congress can see its way 
clear to pass these claims, the justice 
of which has never been seriously ques- 
tioned. 

“Can you not assemble.the entire Cali- 
fornia delegation and get the matter 
under way? We are under great obliga- 
tions to Congress, but we venture to ask 
for this further aid.’’ 

Supplies, but No Money. 

Stores, tents ang medical supplies can 
be had from Congress, but no money, 
according to telegrams from Secretary 
Taft, received yesterday by the Finance 
Committee, Already $2,200,000 of the 32,- 
00,000 appropriated by Congress for re- 
lief has been spent for supplies. Secre- 
tary Taft's reply had a depressing effect 
upon the Finance Committee.

These include 
the railroads, other big corporations, 
estates and individuals possessing 
great wealth. Three permits for 
“Class A” buildings have been granted 
and scores of applications are being 
held up pending the adoption of plans 
for the widening of streets and the 
ereation of new parks and boulevards. 
The new city will be constructed 
along artistic lines and in accordance 
with a system to be mapped out by a 
committee of engineers and archi- 
tects. All of the Federal, municipal 
and State buildings will be recon- 
structed and the appropriations are 
expected to be much larger than, thage 
for the structures that were de- 


stroyed.

Gov. Hoch was renominated for Gov- 
ernor. 

There were no anti-kissing resolu- 
tions offered in the convention, but sev- 
eral of the enemies of the Gevernor 
openly declared that the convention was 
making a fatal mistake in its action. In 
acknowledging the nomination the Gov- 
ernor touched on the kissing incident. 
He said: 

“‘Despite what the polecats. of journal- 
ism may say, I am going to make this 
fight on political issues and not on do- 
mestic issues. The domestic question 
does not enter-into this fight and I am 
prepared to go out and whip the Demo- 
crats in the campaign which is now 
upon us.”’

ASKS COURT FOR 





St. Joseph Practitioner Asserts 
New State Law Is Un- 
constitutional, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 3— 
Application for a writ of mandamus to 
compel the State Board of Dental Ex- 
aminers to examine U. G. Crandall of 
St. Joseph as to his qualification as a 
dentist, was filed in the Supreme Court 
today. 

It is the contention of Crandall] that 
the law is unconstitutional in that it 
deprives many citizens of the State from 
practicing dentistry, notwithstanding 
the fact that they are well qualified. 
The law provides that only graduates 
of recognized schools, and dentists wh 
had licenses before the passage of th 
law in 1905 shall be granted licenses to 
practice in this State. 

Crandall attended a school which sus- 
pended a few months before he com- 
pleted his term and he received no diplo- 
ma. He has been practicing in St. Jo- 
seph more than ten years. 

t is alleged that the State Board is 
intending to institute criminal proceed- 
ings against him, charging him with 
practicing dentistry without a license. 
If the court directs the board to con- 
duct an examination, Crandall! will then 
ask a mandamus to compel the issuance 
of a license. 

There are said to be in Missouri sev- 
eral hundred men who have studied in 
dentists’ offices, but who have never 
attended school, who are anxiously 
awaiting the outcome of this case.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—It is the ac- 
oes belief that indictments against 
John D. Rockefeller personally will be 
sought in New Jersey as a result of 
the Government's investigation of the 
Standard Oil Co. 

President Roosevelt will tomorrow 
send to Congress a special message rel- 
ative to the violations of the law by 
the Standard Oil Co. in its business wit 
the railroads of the country. 

It is intimated that the report of Com- 
missioner Garfield, that is to accompany 
it, will create a sensation and attract 
the attention of the entire country. 

It is stated that Commissioner Gar- 
field has gathered evidence which will 
enable the Department of Justice to 
institute a successful prosecution of the 
Standard Oil Trust as well as: its of- 
ficers. . 

Just what officials the indictments 
may reach is as much of a mystery as 
anything else, but it is almost certain 
to be shown that John D. Rockefeller 
is the head of the Standard Oil, despite 
the efforts of Vice-Presidents H. Hh. 
Rogers and John D. Archbold to make 
it appear that Rockefeller has not been 
actively identified with the trust for 
many years. 

Senator Lodge has introduced an 
amendment to the railroad rate bill, 
which will give the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission jurisdiction over the 
pip elines of the country. It is believed 
that the amendment will be adopted. If 
it is agreed to it will make it easier 
for the Government to bring a success- 
ful prosecution against the Standard 
Oil Co., as it will place it on the same 
plane with other common carriers.

Arthur Finnerty and John McHugh, 
after making a vain attempt to com- 
mit burglary, were discovered on the 


roof of the house at 2033 Franklin 
avenue early Thursday. After an 


aerial flight, they were captured by 
the police and locked up at the Carr 
Street Station. % 

Mrs, Elizameth Matilla wag awak- 
ened at 12:30 a. m. by a noise as of 
some one trying to force the kitchen 
door. She raised herself in bed and 
listened. The noises continued for a 
minute or two, then she heard foot- 


steps leaving. 

She returned to her hed and was doz- 
ing when she heard sounds which told 
her that someone was walking on her 
roof. Going to the. front window she 
hoisted it and called ‘'Police!”’ 

Policemen Burke and Maher rushed 
to the house and saw two forms on the 
roof. They rapped their night sticks on 
the pavement as the two ran west 
across other roofs, and stopped on tne 
corner house at 2087 Franklin avenue. 

Burke drew his revolver -and called 
to the men to remain on the roof. Po- 
liceman Hunt, who had arrived mean- 
time, went to

Before he reached the roof, one of the 
men on top started to swing to a shed 
below. Burke called out for him to 
remain, and when he kept ahead the 
policeman fired, but missed him. 

The man swung over, entered the 
rouse at No. 287 and crawled inte 
the attic.

Maher awakened the family at 2037 and 
obtained permission to enter and pro- 
ceed to the attic, where he discovered 
the other fugitive, McHugh, who had 
concealed himself behind an old dress- 
er. John McHugh said he lived at 2109

ent of the Prudential Insurance Co., tes-. 
tified in Judge Finkelmburg'’s court 


Thursday in the suit of Miss Kathryn 
Bresnham against the company that the 
I. O. U. system was in force with the 
employes of the company when Miss 
Bresnham was cashier. 

Miss Bresnaham is suing for $20,000dam- 
ages for false arrest for embezzlement, 
charging that she was accused of taking 
$1500 when the officers of the company 
knew the shortage was due to the I. O. 
U. system. 

Riley gave two instances in which the 
I. O. U. of employes was taken, the ag- 
gregate of the papers being $52. 

W. Scott Hancock. who was Assistant 
Circuit Attorney when Miss Bresnham 
was tried in 1905, testified that he refused 
to issue the information until the grand 
jury had acted on the evidence. The 
grand jury, he said, voted that an indict- 
ment he returned. and he then issued an 
information which superseded it. 

The defense maintains that although 
the prosecution of Miss Bresnham on 
the embezzlement charge was at the in- 
stance of Edwin H. Fulton, the superin- 
tendent, it was not at the instance or 
with the consentof the other officials. 

Thomas J. Mulvihill, then attorney for 
the company, went to Hancock, the lat- 
ter testified. and told him the company 
was not back of the prosecution of Miss 
Bresnham. In spite of this, Hancock 
said, he thought the evidence warranted 
him in issuing the information.
